Even the PBA Games on Wednesdays, Fridays, Saturdays and Sundays have been edged out 
by Millionaire. 

Sequestered TV station IBC-13, has announced that Viva-TV acquired the franchised to the local 
versions of two of United Kingdom game shows and one of newest American talent search show: Who 
Wants to be a Millionaire?, The Weakest Link and Born to be a Star. All three shows premiere 

on Kapinoy network IBC-13this October. According to the most recent TV survey of AGB 

Philippines, Millionaire posted a 25-percent average rating on the primetime slot. At one 

point, Millionaire posted an all-time high of 38 percent audience share, besting primetime shows 

from ABS-CBN and GMA 7. 

The IBC and Viva management is optimistic about the shows, anticipating high ratings for them. 
Recently, the network announced had the host to the three shows: Christopher de Leon for Who Wants 
to be a Millionaire?, Edu Manzano for The Weakest Link and Anja Aguilar for Born to be a Star. 
Another first for Millionaire is that it is the first franchised TV show in town. Viva-TV secured the rights to 
the show, which first appeared in London in September 1998. It was the brainchild of producer David 
Briggs of the British production company, Celador. He wanted to create a quiz show funded by premium 
phone calls. For the longest time the 6:30PM slot has been held by news programs. This is the time slot 
occupied by ABS-CBN'sTV Patrol and GMA 7's 24 Oras.

showdown with Mike Enriquez and Ted Failon when the No.1 also this Saturday at 8:30-9:30pm and 
Sunday at 9:30-10:15pm. 

Meanwhile, The Weakest Link got a number 1 in dominates that timeslot on 7:30-8:30pm slots are 
beating by teleserye. ABS-CBN's Princess and lis the second-placer on those days while GMA's Aso 
ni San Roqueshare is the third-placer. It seems that Viva TV's Who Wants To Be A Millionaire is 
beating the lights out of the competing ABS-CBN and GMA shows, everyday that WWTBAM is on. 
Viva-TV executive Veronique del Rosario-Corpuz said targeting mass-based, middle-class and upper- 
class Asian market for the anticipating winner of Who Wants to be a Millionaire?, The Weakest 

Link and Born to be a Star are the block-timers of Viva Television on IBC. 

That relaunched last Monday back-to-back game shows Who Wants to be a Millionaire? and The 
Weakest Link got the No.1 slot, had found himself very lucky to be the network execuvies to deliver the 
Pinoy version of the world-famous game show. "It comes at a right time in my career" he days. "I have 
always wanted to do something like this even before the million for game shows started on primetime 
TV." We have seen the production values being employed by Viva-TV on their game shows Who Wants 
To Be A Millionaire and The Weakest Link, and a popular talent search show Born to be a Star with 
their high standards within a promo sponsors.

Meanwhile, among the new shows in 2000 that the network has launched is dance show DMZ-TV with 
host Lara Fabregas and Medwin Marfil along with Rengie Galvez, JC Castro and Tone Wijangco (now 
with new host Julia Montes and Enrique Gil airs on Sundays to compete with ASAP 2012 and Party 
Pilipinas), talk showLast Fool Show (now on last episode on June 23, 2012) with host comedian Jun 
Urbano, Gary Lising and Giselle Sanchez and children show Y2K: Yes to Kids with host Maxene 
Magalona. With the mass market as its target audience, such a program with new Viva-TV like May 
Bukas Pa, H2K: Hati-Hating Kapatid, Gags Must Be Crazy, Kagat ng Dilim, Subic 

Bay, Fastbreak and film programs are Viva Proudly Presents, Now Showing, Viva Premiere 

Night (now merged as Viva Box Office) and Sinemaks along with anime Akazukin Cha Cha and sports 
are Milo Sporting World, NBA, PBA, Super Bouts, World Pool Championship and PBA Moments. 
But perhaps the most telling way with which the network is pursuing its strategies is the manner by which 
they have altered the delivery of the news with IBC News and Public Affairs. With the news head 
Zyrene Parsad-Valencia and new public affairs director Mayet Camacho.

But in 2002, it was another late-night IBC News Tonight with anchors Anthony Pangilinan in 2002, Noli 
Eala in 2003, Dennis Principe in 2004, Gina Dela Vega-Cruz in 2006, Joee Guilas in 2007 with segment 
host of Rida Reyes and Thea Gavino, and Atty. Zorah Andam in 2009. 

Now, in an era when news reports are mainly delivered in Filipino as the news orginization IBC News and 
Public Affairs, IBC news programs are definitely an anachronism. People expected the flagship Express 


As the longest-running 
flagship news program Express Balita with new anchors Snooky Serna and Noli Eala now airs at 4:30 
pm with simulcast on UHF news channel IBC News Network, with the day's top stories (Ulo ng mga 
Balita), politics, malacanang, metro news (Metro Balita), feature stories (Balita Atbp. reported by Chin- 
Chin Gutierrez), global news (Ulat Internasyonal), regional news (Balitang Promdi), CCTV reports (Ulat 
CCTV), public service (Lingkod Kapinoy with anchor Snooky Serna) for IBC Foundation, peso-dollar 
exchange, citizen journalism (/-Balita Ako), business news (Negosyo Atbp.), weather updates (Ulat 
Panahon with weahter forecaster Jeff Arcilla), sports news (Sports Page) and entertainment news 
(Express Showbiz with teen star Kathryn Bernardo). 

Last 2011, the news programs are the comprehensive journalism, with the new Ronda Trese being the 
heir to/BC News Tonight.

The station also broadcasts in Cebu and Davao. In the 1970s, IBC launches the color transmission 
named Vinta Color named after the Vintas from Zamboanga, the third network in the Philippines to 
convert to all-color broadcasts. Dick Baldwin was the station's first owner, and programming first 
consisted of mostly foreign programs from CBS, and a few local shows. In 1975, Inter-Island 13 was 
renamed Intercontinental Broadcasting Corporation (IBC) and moved to the Benedicto Group of 


Companies. IBC moved to its present site in Broadcast City, Capitol Hills, Diliman, Q.C. in 1977. Ten 
years later, it was taken over by the PCGG. 

Tonight at 9:30 p.m., IBC-13 presents its 53rd anniversary show is Homecoming sa 13: Kapinoy 
Pasasalamat Concert featuring former IBC stars like Tito Sotto, Joey De Leon and box-office king Vic 
Sotto (Iskul Bukol), Freddie Webb, Nova Villa and Carmi Martin (Chicks to Chicks), Joe Quirino

Senators slam RPN-9 for not paying employees 


Updated November 27, 2012 - 12:00am 


MANILA, Philippines - Senate President Pro Tempore Jinggoy Estrada and Sen. Panfilo Lacson raised 
concerns yesterday over the failure of the government to fully compensate some employees of the 
defunctRPN-9 television, this time is Kapinoy network IBC-13. 

Estrada and Lacson questioned the officials of the Presidential Communications Operations Office 
(PCOO)under Secretary Herminio Coloma, who was defending their P1.312-billion budget for next year 
before the Senate. 

Speaking through finance committee chairman Sen. Franklin Drilon, PCOO executives explained that 
there were 213 RPN employees were served notices of retrenchment through the Department of Labor 
and Employment (DOLE) on Oct. 1. 


"It is basically a retrenchment due to the continued financial losses incurred," Drilon explained. 


According to Drilon, PTV-4 and RPN-9 are not making money compared to another government television 
station, IBC-13 will now making number 3 position, which was able to the programming contract enter a 
blocktime agreement with Viva Entertainment, generating around P100 million in revenue for this year. 
Drilon, however, explained that out of the 213 RPN employees, about half have accepted termination 
benefits. "They were informed. It was a very difficult decision to make, but given the financial condition 

of RPN-9, there was really no choice but to undertake a retrenchment program," Drilon said. 


Congress to review IBC-13, RPN-9 franchises 


December 7, 2012 


The House of Representatives will review the status of two government television stations to determine 
whether they violated their franchises. 

Rep. Giorgidi Aggabao, principal author of the House Resolution No. 2854 which seeks the probe, said 

the two networks in question has entered into an agreement with several companies. 

Aggabao further noted that Kitchie Benedicto, daughter of Roberto Benedicto an alleged Marcos crony, is 
the owner of a 34 percent minority share in RPN-9. 


Aggabao cited RA 8954 which provides prohibition on the agreements entered into by the networks. 


During the administration of then President Cory Aquino, the Presidential Commission on Good 
Governmentsequestered both IBC and RPN in favor of the government by virtue of being owned by the 
Benedicto family. 

Even with the existence of joint venture agreements with private enterprises, Aggabao said the 
government is inclined to privatize both the IBC and RPN and retain the People's Television as the sole- 
mandated government TV network. 

As of now, IBC wil not be sole said the privatization is good, when IBC-13 for being the Kapinoy network 
No.3 behind the giant networks ABS-CBN and GMA.6. 

Neighboring provinces have the highest TV reach than any other region in the country. ABS-CBN has a 
99% TV households reached in Metro Manila. GMA has 97%, RPN 95%, IBC 92%, TV5 92% and Studio 
23 74%. The current peso-to-dollar exchange rate helped to complicate the net's problems. Once the 
country's top purveyor of Tagalized programs, IBC-13 got the Asian crisis rendered foreign programs too 
expensive. Advertisers also cut their placements in foreign shows by 40%, local programs that had 
cheaper rates and higher viewership. 

Tagalized programming on free TV meanwhile middle-class and upper-class TV audience, offered 

by IBC-13president-CEO Edgar Boots Anson-Roa is to streamline Kapinoy's expenses. Viva-TV on IBC-

House to review IBC-13 and RPN-9 franchises

MANILA, Philippines - The House of Representatives is set to review the status of two government 
television stations relative to possible violations of their legislative franchise. 

The House of Representatives has approved on second reading House Resolution No. 2854 “directing 
theHouse Committee on Legislative Franchise to conduct an investigation, in aid of legislation, on the 
current status of the International Broadcasting Corporation (IBC), a holder of a legislative franchise 
under Republic Act 8954, to determine if there are possible violations on its franchise. 


Rep. Giorgidi Aggabao (4th District, Isabela), principal author of the resolution asked the committee to 
summon their officials to shed light on the matter. 


Aggabao said IBC has entered into an agreement with several companies like Vintage Television (VTV), 
which later merged with Viva Television in 2000 covering the Philippines Basketball Association 
(PBA). 

On the other hand, RPN Channel 9, has entered into a joint venture with Solar Entertainment Corp. in 
January 2011, he said. 

Aggabao further noted that Kitchie Benedicto, daughter of Roberto Benedicto an alleged Marcos crony, is 
the owner of a 34-percent minority share in RPN-9. Nation ( Article MRec ), pagematch: 1, sectionmatch: 
1 Records show that Congress granted IBC-13 a new 25-year legislative franchise under Republic Act 
8954 on June 5, 2011. The network now have a programming contract through block-time agreement 
with Viva Entertainmentio air the new primetime programming block Viva-TV, featuring top-rating, 
award-winning shows genres form movies, cartoons, anime, drama series, reality, game shows, 
telenovelas, asianovelas and sports events while renamed the branding as 

the Kapinoy network. IBC remains undisputed No.3, next to ABS-CBN and GMA Network. 

The lawmaker added that IBC Channel 13 also entered into a joint venture agreement with Prime Realty, 
an affiliate of R-II Builders Group of Reghis Romero for the development of 3.5 hectares Broadcast City. 


Aggabao noted that RA 8954 provides that “the grantee shall not lease, transfer, grant the usufruct of, 
sell, nor assign this franchise or the rights and privileges acquired thereunder to any person, form, 
company, corporation or entity, nor shall the controlling interest of the grantee be transferred, whether as 
a whole or in parts and whether simultaneously or contemporaneously, to any such person, firm or 
company, corporation or entity without the prior approval of the Congress of the Philippines. Any person 
or entity to which this franchise is sold, transferred or assigned, shall be subject to the same conditions, 
terms restrictions and limitations of this Act.”

Her latest 
position prior to the appointment has seen her supervising the group's afternoon and primetime 
teledramas. In April 2012, GMA Network's Chairman Gilberto Duavit, Jr. announced that the network hit 
consolidated revenues at 13.083 billion pesos in 2011. That's despite the absence of 2.054 billion pesos 
worth of revenues from political ads generated in 2010 and the global impact of financial crisis in Europe 
and slow economic recovery in the U.S. in 2011.
